SPEECH OP' MR- SMITH. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Clay’s remarks, in 
relation to the Tariff resolutions, on the third 
day, (6th Feb.) Mr. Smith of Maryland ad¬ 
dressed the chair a* follows:- 
Mr. President—'When I commenced my ar¬ 
gument in relation to the resolutions under 
consideration on a former day, 1 had not the 
least intention of wounding the feelings of the 
Senator from Kentucky ?

Mr. Clay bere remarked, that he would certi

ways and uniformly been opposed to the man 
ufocturingintere«ts:-th«t he had never known 
any member in either House more so.] I en 
treat toe Senator not to take that rash oath, 
and before 1 take my seat I will convince him 
that be ought not,—that he cannot, take such 
oath witli safety. As early Mr- President, as 
the year 1794 a Tariff bill was under eonside 
ration in Congress. It proposed to add 5 per 
cent, to almost all the then existing ad valo¬ 
rem duties. In tbe discussion which arose up¬ 
on this bill, I had to contend with a member 
from Pittsburg, who doubted the constitution 
al right of Congress to impose duties for tbe 
benefit of the manufacture!. I affirmed that 
the duties proposed were for revenue, and if 
the operation of tbe law was such, as incident 
tv to benefit the manufacturer, it would bn 
toe more agreeable to me. From (hat time 
(1794) to tbe year 1820 or 18-21. I think my 
votes will be fouo^j, always and uniformly sup¬ 
porting every revenue bill, which could inci- 
dently beuefiit the manufacturer:—and yet the 
Senator from Kentucky says, that ( have al 
ways been hostile to the manufactures of the 
country. 

Tue duties, Mr. President, as you well 
know, had been doubled during the Iste war, 
WithGreat Britain, and on the restoration of 
peace, a new tariff became necessary. The 
Secretory of the Treasury (Mr. Dallas,] was 
I think, directed to prepare n tariff projet 
and report it to Congress at the succeeding 
session. Uut whether directed or not, he did 
prepare the tariff bill of 1816. The late Mr. 
Lowndes and Mr Dallas, fully considered the 
subject, and when matured between them, 
the bill was presented by Mr Lowndes to (lie 
Committee of Ways and Means, of which 
Committee I was then a member. The bill 
•vas fully discussed in Committee, and repor 
ted by the chairman to tbe House.—The " 
health of Mr. l.owndes, devolved in some 
neavire, the defence and necessavy explana 
lions, of the bill, on me. The bill was warm 
ly opposed by Mr. Pickering and other Eas¬ 
tern gentlemen, and morn especially was their 
opposition directed to the projiosed duty on 
iron and cotton fabrics. I advocated the bill 
throughout, and it passed with some slight 
modification, augmenting, I think, (lie duty on 
sugar a half cent per pound. And yet the 
Senator from Kentucky says that I always 
have been hostile to tbe m inufiiclure* of the 
country. 

The tariff law of I81G was founded on 
•ound principles, and it embraced all the in¬ 
terests of tbe nation It afforded sufficient en¬ 
couragement to tbe manufacturers of the cuun- 
try. It contained nothing sectional, and the 
domestic manufactures grew up sturdily under 
it. It had tbe effect eomple ely to exclude 
the importation from India of tbe coarse cot 
ton fabrics. It was a revenue bill but inciden 
tally of great advantage to our inaoufartures 
Sotweqoently to the passage of the bill, the 
manufactures began to dictate to Congress 
nd hence the set of 1931, against which 
lictation I raised my voice, and Imre invaria- 
dy don-: so ever since. I have no idea of 
doing any act contrary to the wrllare of thr 
wiiolr, to suiwcrve the pecuniary interest of 
selfish individuals. 

I presume thr Senator [Mr Clayl will not 
deny the statement 1 have made respecting 
my course ih Congress in relation to the sub- 
.ect of manufactures. He must admit, that 
my hostility to the Manufacturers commenced 
same time about tbs year 181-2, the precise 
date I du not recollect I opposed Ih a Tariff 
of 19-21. This l«w induced men who were 
totally unacquainted with manufactures, to en 
<er into the business, and, as an inevitable 
consequence, many of them were niined. In 
c..n« quence of tlieir lailures, the protection 
afforded by the Tariff of 18-24, was deemed 
insufficient, and lienee the ahominsble act of 
1828, which uimcMt all of us depreest*.

THE SYSTEM IN OHIO. 

The total I'uilure of the attempt of the New 
YorlnConvcntion, to get up a Farid Stale 
Convention in Ohio, is deserving of notice, as 
a conclusive demonstration that Ohio, since 
the Maysvillo veto cut ofl the chance or inter¬ 
nal improvements, cares not a straw for the 
American System. In rpeaking of this sub 
jact. the Muskingum Me*scnger,ql'Feb. 4th, 
now the most able, hold, and decided, cham¬ 
pion of Free Trade, west of the mountains, 
bo* the following language: 

“We omitted to mcnlion the result of the 
Tariff Meeting which was to have been held 
at Cincinnati in January, in pursuance of the 
recommendation of the Eastern capitalists 
who met in llio New York Tariff Convention 
It fared something like the Panama business. 
The delegates could not find the place. It was 
a complete’ failure—no one attending. Tne 
delegate from Zanesville was in Cincinnati, 
but found no meeting. This is a good sign. 
The monopolists of the Kust can scarcely in¬ 
duce the Vyestcrn people to forward (heir sel¬ 
fish schemes.’’ 

In truth,.the people of Ohio have no inter¬ 
est in the system of high duties, unless thry 
consider themselves benrfitted by having to 
pay high prices for all the foreign and dumes'- 
tic manufacture* they get from the eastward, 
when they could just as readily get them at 
low prices. Some people, we know, havo an 
idea (bat Ohio is deeply interested in the 
growth of sheep. Upon this subject, we have 
recently conversed with an intelligent and rcs- 
peclabln inhabitant of that State. He say* 
that it is all fully to talk of Ohio's being n 
wool-raising country. Her farmers all kerj 
a few sheep—just enough to furnish wool sul 
ficicnt for the necessary house-manufactures 
which every family carries on,in order to save 
the fragment* of leisure time which would 
otherwise be lost; hut they keep no more, aud 
for the simple reason, that the raising of hogs 
and cattle is a much more iirofilatdo business 
He says that almost all the experiments to 
raise sheep, upon a large scale, mined their 
projectors; and (hat, so fur from Ohio’s hav¬ 
ing wool to export, in some parts she is oblig¬ 
ed to impott it. As proof of this, our infor¬ 
mant ttulcd that he knew a merchant from 
Ohio, now in this city, who ova* empowered 
hy a hatter in Zanesville, which is (!m largest 
manufacturing (own in the State, to purchase 
lor him what arc called but-hodies—(lie liut 
tor not being able to procure woul in hi* 
neighborhood sufficient to enable him to make 
them himself. Thus, Ohio, it seems, is ob¬ 
liged to import foreign wool from Pennsylva¬ 
nia, In order lu make hats; and yet it is pre 
tended that she has a great iutercst in keep 
ing up the high duties.

IN DEFENCE OF THE AMERICAN 
. SYSTEM, 

Against the British Colonial System: 

Delivered in the Senate of the U. S. February 
2d, 3d and 6th. 

[CONCLUDED.] 

I have now to consider the remaining of the 
two propositions which 1 have already an¬ 
nounced. That is, 

2dly. That, under tho operation of the A- 
mcricun System, the products of our agricul¬ 
ture command n highei price than they would 
do without it, by the creation of a home mar¬ 
ket; and, by the augmentation of wealth pro¬ 
duced by manufacturing industry, which en¬ 
larges bur powers of consumption, both df do¬ 
mestic and foreign articles. The importance 
of the home market is among tho established 
maxims which are universally recognised by 
all writers and all men. However some may 
differ as to the relative advantages of the for¬ 
eign and the home market, none deny to the 
latter great value and high consideration. It 
•is nearer td us; beyondThj control of foreign 
legislation; and undisturbed by those vicissi¬ 
tudes to which all international intercourse is 
more or less exposed. The most stupid are sen¬ 
sible of the benefit of a residence in the vicin¬ 
ity of a large manufactory , or a market town, 
of a good road,or of a nnvigable stream,which 
connects their farms with some great capital. 

If the pursuit* of all men wero perfectly the 
same, although they would be in possession of 
the greatest atiundance of the particular pro¬ 
duce of their industry, they might,at the same 
time, be in extreme want of other necessary 
articles of human subsistence. The uniform¬ 
ity of the general occupation would preclude 
nil exchanges, all commerce. It is only in the 
diversity of the vocations of the members of 
n community that the means can be found for 
those salutary exchanges which conduce to the 
general prosperity. And, tho greater that di 
versily, the Aprc extensive and the more ani¬ 
mating is Ik* circle of exchange. Even if‘for¬ 
eign markets were freely and widely open to 
tl.e reception of our agricultural produce, from 
its bulky nuture, and the distance of the inte- 
rior.'and the dangers of the ocean, large por¬ 
tions of it could never profitably reach the for¬ 
eign market But, let us quit this field of the 
ory, clear as it is, Ind look at the practical op 
eratlon of the system ot protection, beginning 
with the most valuable staple of our agricui 
ture. ' ‘ 

In considering this staple, the first circum¬ 
stance that excites our surprise, is the rapidity 

strain that the cultivation of it could nut have 
been so very unprofitable? If the business 
were ruinous, would more and more have an 
nu.illy engaged in it? The quantity in 1816 
was eighty one millions of |iounds; in 1826 tw, 
hundred uinl lour millions; and, in 1830, near 
three hundred millions! The gruund of great 
cst‘surprise is, that it has been utile to sustain 
even its-present price with such an enormous 
augmentation of quantity. It could not have 
d me it hut for flic combined operation of three 
causes, i y'which the consumption of cotton 
labrics has been gfeatly extended, in cause 
queuce of their reduced prices; 1st, compel! 
lion; 2 d,'the improvement of labor saving ina 
clnnery; and ddly, the low price of tin: raw 
material. The crop of 1819 •amounting to 
eigkty-ciglil millions of pounds, produced 
twenty-one milliuns of dollars; and the crop 
of 1823, when the amount was swelled to one 
hundred and seventy lour millions, (almost 
double that of 1812) produced a less min, by 
more than half n million of dollars; unit the 
crop or 18-2-1, amounting to thirty nulliuns 
of pounds less than tliat of Uie preceding 
year, produced a million nod a hull of dollars 
more. 

If there ho any foundation for the establish¬ 
ed law of price, supply, and demand, ought not 
the fact of this great increase of the supply 
to account, satisfactorily, for the alleged low 
price of cotton? It it necessary to look he 
yond that tingle fact to the tariff—to the di¬ 
minished produce of tho iniucs furnishing the 
precious metals, or to any other cause, for 
the solution! This subject is well understoud 
in the South; and, although I cannot approve 
the practice which has been introduced, ol 
quoting authority, and still less the authority 
of newspupers, for tavonte theories, I must 
ask pc rmission of the Senate to read an urti 
cle from n Southern newspaper. (Here (ten¬ 
oral Hayne requested Mr. Clay to give the 
name of the authority, that it might appear 
whether it was not some other than a Southern 
paper expressing Southern sentiments. Mr. 
Clay staled that it was from the Charleston 
City Gaxette, one, he believed; of tho oldest 
ami most respectable prints in tliat City, nl 
though he was not sure what might bo its sen 
timents on the question which at present divides 
the people of South Carolina.) The article 
comprises a full explanation of tho low price 
of cotton, and assigns it to its true cause—in 
creased production. 

Let us supposo that the home demand for 
cotton, which has been created by tho Ameri¬ 
can SystSm, were to cease, and that the 200,- 
000* hales, which tho home market now ah- 
sorbs, were thrown into the glutted markets 
of foreign countries, would not the effect inev¬ 
itably be to produce a further and great re¬ 
duction in tho price of -tho article? If there 
be any truth in the facts and principles which 

•Mr Clay stated that ho assumed the quan¬ 
tity whicn was generally computed, bill hu be¬ 
lieved it much greater, and subsequent infor¬ 
mation justifies his belief. It ap|>viirs. from 
the report of the Cotton Committco, appoint

I have before stated, and endeavored to illu*- 
trale, it cannot be doubted that the existence 
of America* manufactures, has tended to in¬ 
crease tho dejnland, and extend the consump¬ 
tion of the raw material; and that, hut for this 
increased demand, the price of the article 
would have fallen, possibly erne half, lower 
than it now ia. The error of the op|>osite ar¬ 
gument is, in assuming the thing, which, be- 
ing denied, the whole fails: that ts.il assumes,- 
that the xchnle labor of the United Stair* would 
he profitably employed, without manufactures. 
Now, (lie truth (.■, that the system txcHtt and 
ereatet labor, and this labor creates wealth, 
and tbiw new wealth communicates additional 
ability to consume which acta on all the ob¬ 
jects contributing to human comfort and en¬ 
joyment. The Amount of cotton imported in¬ 
to the two porta of bos.on and Providence a- 
lone, (during the last rear, and it was import¬ 
ed exclusively for the home manufacture) was 
109,517 bales. 

On passing from that article to others of 
our agricultural productions, we shall find not 
less gratifying facts. Thu total quantity ofl 
Ilnur imported into Boston, during the same 
year, was 284,501 barrel* and 8,965 half bar¬ 
rels; of which, there were from Virginia, 
Georgetown, and Alexandria, 114,222 bar¬ 
rels; of Indian corn, 681,131 bushels; ofouts, 
250,809 bu-hcls; of rye, about 60,000 bushels; 
and of shorts, 34,480 bushels. Into the port of 
Frovidaitce, 61,360 barrels of (lour, 216,662 
bushels of Indiaa corn, and 7,772 bushels of 
ryo. And (here were discharged at the port 
of Philadelphia, 420,353 bushels of Indian 
corn, 201,878 bushels of wheat, and 110,557 
bushels of rye and barley. There were slaugh 
tcred in Boston, during the same year, 1331, 
(the only northern city from which I have ob¬ 
tained returns) 333122 benf cattle, 15,400 
steers, 84,453 sheep, and 26,871 swine. It is 
confidently believed that there is not a less 

S unniity of southern flour consumed at the 
lorlh than 800,000 barrels—a greater amount, 
probably, than is shipped to all the foreign 
markets of the world together. 

What would be [he condition of the farm 
ing couqtry of the United States—of all that 
lortion which lies north, east, and west of 
vines River, including a large part of North 
Carolina, if a home market did not exist for 
this immense amount of agricultural produce? 
Without that market, wherodMMil it ba sold? 
In foreign markets? If their restrictive laws 
did not exist, their yipaeity would not enable 
them to purchase and consume this vast addi¬ 
tion to their present supplies, which must he 
thro vn in, or thrown away,* but for thn home 
market. But their laws exclude us from their 
markets. I shall content myself by calling 
the attention of the Jjenate to Great Britain 
only. The duties, in the ports of the United 
Kingdom, on bread slufis. are prohibitory, 
except in times of dearth. On rice, the duty 
i* lilteen shillings starting per hundred weight, 
being more than one hundred per cent, 
manufactured tobacco, it is nmo shillings ster¬ 
ling per pound, or about two thousand per 
cent. On leaf tobacco, three abiding per 
pduml, or oue thousand two hundred percent. 
On lumber anttoom*Ctlier articles, they are 
from four hundred to one thou* md five hun¬ 
dred per cent, mo re than on

I have hitherto considered the question in 
reference only to a slate of peace; hut a tea 
son of war ought not to he entirely overlook¬ 
ed. We have enjoyed near twenty years of 
peace; but who cun tell when the storm of war 
shall again break forth? Have ive forgotten, 
sc soon, the privations to which, not merely 
our brave aoldiert'«|4 our gallant tare were 
subjected, but the <Mlo!e community during 
the last war, lor the want of absoluto nr.ceeea-

B rice? The statesman, who justly elevates 
is views, will look behind, as well a«fqyw«Hi 
and at the existing stale of thing.; and HTwili 
graduate the policy, which he recommends, 
to all the probable exigences which may arise 
in the republic. Taking this comprehensive 
range, it would bo easy to show that the high¬ 
er prices of peace, if prices were higher in 
peace, were more than compensated hr the 
lo wer prices of war, during which supplies of 
all essential articles are indispensible to its 
vigorous, effectual, and glorious prosecution. 

I conclude this part of the argument with the 
hope that my humble exerlioos have not been 
altogether unsuccessful in showing— , 

I. That the policy which wc have been 
considering ought to continue to be regarded 
as the genuine American System. 

2. That the free trade system, which is pro¬ 
posed as its substitute, ought really to he con 
sidered as the British Colonial System. 

S. That the American System is beneGciat 
to all parts of the Union, and absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to much the larger portion. 

4. That the price of the great staple cot¬ 
ton, and of all our chief productions of agri 
culture has been sustained and upheld, and a 
decline averted by the protective system. 

5. That, if the foreign demand for cotton 
has been at all diminished, by the operation 
of that system, the diminution has been more 
than compensated in the* Volitional demand

. ^ have now to proceed to notice some ob¬ 
jection. which hare been urged agaiuit the re¬ 
solution under consideration. With respect 
to the amendment, which the gentleman from 
South Carolina had offered, as he has intima¬ 
ted his purpose lo modry-il, I shall forbear, 
for the present, lo comment upon it.—Itis con¬ 
tended that the resolution proposes the repeal 
ol duties on luxuries, leaving those on neces¬ 
saries lo remain, and that it will, therefore, 
relieve the rich,Without lessening tha burthen* 
of the poor—And the gentleman from South 
C irolina has carefully selected, for ludicrous 
h number of the unprotected articles, 
cosmetics, iierfumet, oranges, Ac. I must say, 
(fiat this exhibition of lire gentleman is not ui 
keeping wilh the candor which lie has gener¬ 
ally displayed; that he knows very well that 
the duties upon these articles are trilling, and 
that it is o_flittle contequsnce whether they are 
nqiealed or retained. Both systems, the Ameri¬ 
can and the foreign,comprehend some articles 
which may he deemed luxuries The Senate 
knows that the unprotected article* which 
yield the prieipal part of tho revenue, with 
which this measure would dispense,ate coffee, 
tea, spices, winns, and silks. Ofall these ar 
tides, wines, and silks alone can be pronoun 
ced to be luxuries; and, as lo wines, we bare 
already ratified a treaty, not yet promulgated, 
by which the duties on them are to be consid¬ 
erably reduced. If the universality of the use 
of objects of consumption determines their 
cUssiiicmliou, coffee, lea, and spices, in the 
present condition of civilixed society, may be 
considered necessaries. Even if they were 
luxuries, why should nut the poor, by cheap 
cuing Ibeir prices, if that can be effected, be 
allowed to use them? Why should not a 
poor nun be allowed to tie a silk liandker- 
ohief on bis neck, occasionally regale himself 
with a glass of cheap French wine, or present 
his wif* or a daughter with a silk gown, to be 
worn on Sibballi or gala days? I am quite 
sure that I do not misconstrue the feelings of 
the gentleman's heart, in supposing that he 
would be happy to see the poor, as well as the 
rich, moderately indulging themselves in these 
innocent gratifications. For one, I um delight¬ 
ed to see the condition of the poor attracting (be 
consideration of the opponents of the tariff.— 
It it for the great body of (lie people, and es¬ 
pecially for the poor, that I hive ever support 
ed the American System. It affords them 
profitable employment, and supplies the 
meuns of comfortable subsistence. U secures 
to them certainly, necessaries ol life, manufac¬ 
tured at home, and placet within their reach, 
and enables them to acquire, a reasonable 
share of foreign luxuries; whilst the system of 
gentlemen promises them necessaries made in 
foreign countries, and which are beyond their 
power and denies to them luxuries, which they 
would poten no means to putebose. 

The constant complaint of South Carolina 
against the tariff, is, that it checks importa¬ 
tions, and disables foreign powers from pur¬ 
chasing the agricultural productions of the 
United States. The effect of the resolution

Tbereate two 
errors to which gentlemen are sometimes lia* 
ble, one is to dugnify the amount of knowl¬ 
edge which they possess themselves, and tho. 
second is to-depreciate that which other* hsve 
acquired. And will the gentleman from Ma¬ 
ryland excuse me for thinking that no man is 
m*re prone lo commit both error* then him- 
seli. I will not say that he is ignorant of the 
true meaning of the act of 1830, but I certain¬ 
ly place a different construction upon it from 
what he does. 

It does not oblige the Secretary of the 
*T*** ur 7‘ or rather the Commissioners df th* 
oinking Fund, lo apply the surplus of toy 
year to the purchase of the 3 per cent, stock 
particularly, but leaves them at liberty “to ap¬ 
ply such surplus to Ihepurchaseofeny portion

S miou, may be advantageous to the United 
Isles.” This vests a discretionary authority, 
to be exercised under official responsibility.— 
And if any Secretary of the Treasury,- when 
he had (lie option or purchasing a portion of 
tne debt, bearing a higher rate of interest, at 
par or about par, were to execute the act .by 
purchasing the three per cents, at its present 
price, he would merit impeachment. Un¬ 
doubtedly a state of fact may exiat, such as 
there being no public debt remaining to bo 
paid but the three per cent, stock, with a sur¬ 
plus in the Treasury, idle and unproductive, 
in which it might be expedient to apply that 
surplus to the reimbursement of the three per 
eenti. But whilst the interest of the money is 
at a greater rate than three per cent, it would 
not,I think, be wise to produce an accumula¬ 
tion of public treasure for such a purpose — 
The (HMiponement of any reduction of die a- 
inountol the revenue, at this session, must 
however give rise lo that very aceumulafioo; 
and it is, therefore, that I cannot perceive the 
utility of the postponement.

How could they he supplied with ob¬ 
jects of prime necessity? Wliul would not he 
the certain end inevitable decline in the price 
of all these articles, but for the home market? 
And allow me, Mr President, to say, that, of 
all the agricultural parts of the United States 
which ere benefitted by the operation of this 
system, none are equally so with those which 
border Jhe Chesapeake hay, the lower parts 
ol North Carolina, Virginia,&. the (wo shores 
of Maryland. Their facilities ol transporta¬ 
tion and proximity A the North give them de¬ 
cided advantages. 

But, if all this reasoning were totally falla 
cions—if the price of manufactured articles 
were really higher, under tho American Sys¬ 
tem, than without it, I should still argue that 
high or low prices were themselves relative— 
relative to the ability to pay them. It is in 
vain to tempt, to tantalise us with the lower 
prices of European fabrics than our own, if 
we have nothing wherewith to purchase them 
If, by the home exchanges, we can be suppli 
ed with neccssarjr, nveu if they are dearer and 
worse, articles ol American production than 
the foreign, it is belter lh»n not to be suppli 
edatall. And how would the largo portion 
of our country which 1 havo described, he 
supplied, but for thn bofno exchanges? 
poor people, destitute of weallh or ol exchsn 
gcatile commodities, has nothing with which to 
purrhusc foreign fabrics.

Bo* any okgee- 
tion to foe Treasury plan it, that it is oet ne¬ 
cessary to rxecule it—to continue these duties 
at the Secretary proposes. 'The Secretary 
has a debt of twenty-four millions to pay; hu 
bus, from '.he accruing receipts of this year, 
f. u. teen millions, ana we are now told by 
the Senator fioui Maryland, that this turn of 
fourteen millions is exclusive of any qf Ihe du¬ 
ties accruing lint year. He proposes lo raise 
eigUl millions by the tale of the bank stock, 
aud to anticipate, from the revenue! 
rvceivitb'.e next year, two mil ions more.— 
These iliree items, then, of fouiteen millions, * 
eight millions, and two millions, malt* up the 
sum required, of twenty four millions, without 
t o . iff ol tuc duiies to which the resolution 
relates. 

'I lie gentleman from Maryland insists that 
the General Government lias been liberal to¬ 
wards the West in its appropriations of pub¬ 
lic lands for internal improvements; and, a* 
lo fortifications, he contends that the expendi¬ 
tures near the mouth of the Mississippi, are 
for its especial benefit The appropiiatioos 
o land to the State* of Ohio,Indians, Illinois, 
and Alabama, have been liberal; but it is not 
to be overlooked, that the General Govern¬ 
ment it iteell the greatest proprietor of land, 
and that a tendency of the improvements, 
which these appropriations were to ellect, is 
to increase the value of the untold public do¬ 
main. ‘The erection of (he fortifications for 
(ha defence of Louisiana was highly proper, 
hut (lie gentleman might ns well place to the 
account of the West, tie disbursements for the 
fortification intended to defend Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, and New York, to nil which 
Capitals Western produce is seal, nnd, ia tba 
security ofall of which, the Western Puoplu 
feel n lively interest. They do not object to 
expenditures for the srmy, for the navy, for 
fortifications, or for soy other defensive or 
commercial object on the Atlantic, but they 
do think that their condition ought also to re¬ 
ceive friendly attention from the General Gov¬ 
ernment. With respect to the Stale of Ken¬ 
tucky, not one'cent or money, or one *ere of 
land, hat been applied to any object ol inter¬ 
na! improvement withio her limits. 'The sub¬ 
scription to tho stock of the canal nt Louis¬ 
ville was for an object in which many Staten 
were interested. The Senator from Maryland 
complains that he has been' unable lo ob- 
tiio any aid for the mil road which the 
enterprise of Baltimore has projected, end in 
part executed That was a groat work, the 
conception of which was bold and highly hon¬ 
orable,and it deserves national encouragement. 
But how ba* the Committee of Roads and Ca¬ 
nals, at thi* session been constituted? The 
Senstor from M >ryland possessed a brief au~ 
tuority to organise it, snd, if I am not misin¬ 
formed,* majority of the members cempoaing 
it, appointed by him, are opposed both to the 
coniUlutioiialily of the powef end the expedi¬ 
ency of exercising , .

Synopsis of the Negro Lo in. 

The laws relative to negroes and slaves, 
passed at the late session of the Legislature, 
are too lung to admit or an entire insertion in 
our paper; for the information of our readers, 
however, we give below, such of the features 
of the laws, us or# thought by us of most im 
porlance.
